Deadline Set 


For Tomorrow 


All students graduating on or 
before June 1968 who have not 
fulfilled the general education 
speech requirement are request- 
ed to take a placement-exemption 
examination, 

The written portion of the test 
will be administered on 
Thursday, April 27, Students 
who pass the multiple-choice 
examination on concepts and 
principles will go on to the oral 
port of the test consisting of a 
3 to 4 minute speech on a topic 
of the student's choice. 

Students whe satisfactorily 
complete the test will be given 
a two unit exemption from the 
speech requirement, Students 
who take the examination and fail 
will be placed in speech courses 
according to (est results, 

The deadline for registering 
for the speech placement- 
exemption examination has been 
extended to tomorrow. Sign-ups 
will be taken at the Speech Dep- 
artment office in TO-3, 


dential, or Student Senate 
members would be that they 
" shall not, at the time of their 
candidacy, nor during their terms 
of office, be on academic pro- 
bation," 


Besides this requirement, the 
bill states that "presidential and 
vice presidential candidates shall 
Stand for election together as 
a ticket; they each shall 
be currently enrolled for six 
or more units at Sacramento State 
College and each shall have com- 
pleted at least sixty semester 
units of college or university 
credit." Candidates for the 
Student Senate ''shall be current- 
ly enrolled for six or more 
units at Sacramento State College 
and shall have dvclared majors 
in the academic areas from which 
they respectively elected . 

All candidates will be required 
to have attended and completed 
at least one full semester as an 


SSC student, If the bill passes, 
it will come into effect next 
year. 


Among a number of bills to 
be introduced for discussion will 
be a statute requiring all organ- 
izations to submit a list af 
officers to the associate dean 
of students and the ASSSC presi- 
dent Added to ths bill will 
be a stipulation that the lists 


will not be displayed or made 
openly available in any public 
or Some pnen place or any 
colleg ye or non-college person 
"whose interest, in the opinion 


of the Associate Dean of Students 
or the ASSSC president is un- 
certain, contingent, or doubtful."

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Financial Aids Office Provides 
Federal Assistance for Students 


Federal aids for college stu- 
dents may be obtained for Sacra- 
mento State College. 

The National Defense Student 
Loan program states its purpose 
is, ‘to identify and educate more 
of the talent of our nation’’ and 
‘*to insure trained manpower of 
sufficient quality and quantity to 
meet the national cefense needs 
of the United States.” 


A student is eligible for finan- 
cial aid if he is in need of the 
amount of his loan to pursue 
his education, can maintain good 
standing in his course of study, 
be enrolled in an institution and 
be carrving at least half ofa full- 
time load. 


The undergraduate student 
may borrow a sum not exceeding 
$1,000. A graduate or pro- 
fessional student may borrow 
a sum not exceeding $2,500 each 
year. 

Repayment of loans extend 
over a 10 year period beginning 
9 months after the borrower 
ceases full-time or half-time 
study. No repayment is required 


if the borrower is in the Armed 
Services. 

Applications are available at 
the Financial Aids Office of the 
Administration building. 

The college Work-Study 
Program is another federal aid 
program at SSC, Under this pro- 
gram students are given various 
jobs on campus. In order to be 
employed under this program 
the student must be enrolled as 
full time student, be in need of 
earnings, be capable of maintain- 
ing good standing in his course 
of study and must be a citizen 
of the United States. Inquiries 
about the college Work-Study 
Program should be sent to the 
Financial Aids Office. 

The Educational Opportunity 
Grants Program is a federal aid 
program designed to help the 
undergraduate. Any student in ex- 
treme financial need who has been 
accepted for admission or is 
already enrolled and in good 
standing is eligible to apply for 
the Educational Opportunity 
Grant, Grants range from $200 
to $800. Interested students

Former Athlete 
Goes Political

Last year, Sacramento State College got a sports-minded president 
in Dr. Robert Johns. Johns has injected vitality into athletics on our 


campus by showing concern for 
the problems and suggestions of 
the athletic department. 

The outcome of next week’s 
ASSSC presidential election may 
also have a significant effect on 
the improvement of athletics at 
ssc, 

That is if Doug Carter, a 22- 
year-old graduate student is 
elected. 

DISSATISFIED 

Carter, dissatisfied with cam- 
paign platforms in the past, 
(**..,.same old generalities’’), has 
presented a platform which calls 
for specific improvements on 
campus, with athletics as the 
dominant motif. 

Carter is convinced ‘‘the ath- 
letic department’s role in this 
college’s future is paramount’ 


but stresses the athletic and 
cultural programs are _ not 
incompatible — ‘*We can have 


both and we need not tear one 
down at the expense of the other.’’ 
APPALLED 

The Canadian-born Carter is 
appalled at the decrease in the 
last ten years in the athletic 
expenditures (from 33.3 per cent 
to 23.9 per cent.) 

So, he calls for an increase in 
athletic expenditures, ‘‘or we will 
never get adequate bleachers, 
rest room facilities, etc...’’ 

He favors, however, giving 
more to cultural programs too, 
stressing the programs should 
cease having an ‘‘either-or’’ re- 
lationship. 

CORE 

Doug sees athletics as the core 
of campus unity and spirit; thus, 
he believes more should be done 
to promote a good atmosphere of 
spirit on campus. 

Specifically, he singles out the 
SSC-U.C, Davis rivalry, saying 
the feud should be fanned, for 
‘tanything that heightens com- 
petition is healthy.’’ 

The rivalry could be inteasi- 
fied, says, by issuing 
challeu,-s between the student 
body presidents and vice presi- 
dents of the two schools. For 
example, the student president 
of the school losing at halftime 
of the football game could be made 
to ride a jackass around the field. 

STUNTS 

Carter adds, ‘“‘these kinds of 
stunts carry over into all our 
teams — witness the last basket- 
ball game when our gym was 
jammed at 7:15 p.m.’’ 

Carter also recalls the Fall 
65 Long. Beach State fowtbail 
game here as another example 
of the fine SSC spirit. The Hornets 
had scored a touchdown to draw 
within a point, then elected to 
go for the two-point win rather 
than the easier tie. 

‘“‘The pass failed,’* says Doug, 
‘*but it was worth tbe win-or-lose 
gamble rather than to play for 
a tie. That’s the kind of spirit 
we’ve needed here.”’

Carter calls for a rule libera! -

demand sophomores — by that 
time they have drifted away.’’ 

Another idea for promoting 
the spirit, he says, would be for 
dorms as well as the ASSSC to 
sponsor rooters’ iusses to con- 
tests. 

And he also calls for putting 


athletic scores — especially 
football — on a heavy-headline 
front-page basis in the Hornet. 


HANG-UP 
But with all Carter’s propo- 
sitions, there is one hang-up. 
He has withdrawn from the 


ballot, stating he wanted to em- 
phasize his ideas rather than his 
own self-interest. At present, he 
is not sure whether he will return 
to the ballot or run as a write- 
in candidate. 

In any case, he has presented 
SSC students with a ‘‘sporting 
proposition,”

Candidate fur Arts and Sci- 
ences Representative Bill 
Schmidt states in his platform 
that ‘‘far too few facts are re-

seen several campuses — 
state colleges and UC — and 
there is a general feeling 
that UC does everything quite 
a bit better than the state 
colleges, Do you think that 
there is an inequality here 
that should be corrected? 

ANSWER: Yes, I do, I think 
the state colleges have a 
right; maybe it should be 
working from both ends, I think 
we have some soul searching 
to do, And the soul searching 
at the university level has 
to do with can a state afford 
nine Harvards? No one can 
quarrel, I’m sure we’re all 
proud of the academic dis- 
tinction of the University of 
California, But can we assume 
that every campus, and as we 
build new ones, is going to 
be up at that Harvard level? 
Isn’t it proper that perhaps 
we should have one, two, three 
campuses that are for the 
true scholar — these are the 
scholastic elite? And then we 
recognize, as we do in the 
State college system, that 
we’ve got a responsibility to 
simply educate undergradu- 
ates, and educate them as 
good as we can, I had a little 
hassle the other day at lunch 
with a chancellor of one of 
the universities, And I asked 
him, | said, ‘Let me put it 
to you this way. All this con- 
troversy about we must have 
more in order to get better 
faculty.’ I said, ‘Suppose to- 
day forty-eight cities in the 
United States had the money 
and the potential box office 
to support a major league 
baseball team, Could we have 
forty-eight major league 
baseball teams?’ And he had 
to admit, ‘No, we couldn’t,’ 
Well, the same thing is true 
here, If the University of Cal- 
ifornia had all the money it 
wanted to hire faculty, is there 
enough of that level of Nobel 
Prize-winning faculty to go 
around? There isn’t, And I 
think, as I say, that we’ve 
got to draw a line and say 
how many Harvards do we 
afford, The other day at a 
Regents meeting they were 
discussing a contribution 
someone wanted to make of 
several million dollars’ worth 
of land for a new campus, And 
then one of the Regents — 
they being concerned with this 
— said, ‘Well, let me ask,’ 
and he named one cf our 
campuses that is just new 
and being developed, He said, 
‘How much is it going to 
cost — we’re talking about 
that campus going up to 27,000 
students — how much is the 
physical plant going to cost 
for 27,000 students? And he 
said, ‘A half a billion dol- 
lars.’ 


QUESTION: Don’t you think that 
the investment will return 
much more than is put in’ 

ANSWER: No question, but I 
also think there’s a place 
where diminishing returns set 
in, And this is why, just on 
a matter cf prestige and pride, 
should one campus say that 


we’re not going to rest until 
we have as much research 
and until we have the same 
number of this type of faculty 
as the other one? Isn’t there 
a point at which we must 
say, ‘All right, main function 
is the education of undergrad- 
uates, Here we will provide 
this campus and this campus 
— whatever it may take, what 
percentage of them — for the 
very aerodite, the very top 
flight,’ 


QUESTION: I wanted to ask about 
the eighteen-year-old vote, 
This is a subject now open 
to many governement leaders, 
Your opinion on lowering the 
voting age? , 

ANSWER: Well, | would like — 
I’m an agnostic on this, I 
can see the justice in ‘if 
a fellow has to fight, he’s 
got a right to vote,’ I also 
agree that all of you are 
farthered advanced, due to the 
improved communications and 
everything, than we were at 
the same age, You’re more 
sophisticated and more know- 
ledgeable than we were, But 
I would also like to have a 
great deal more open minded 
research and study because 
the reason for putting the 
voting age (at 21) was not 
that you know more attwenty- 
one, in knowledge. The reason 
was to, as safely as we could, 
put people who were indepen- 
dent and not unduly influenced 
by someone else — that they 
would be voting their con- 
science, Now, you have to ask 
yourselves: among your own 
associates, you know that 
everyone at age eighteen does 
not have the same degree of 


maturity. 

QUESTION: What about age 
twenty-one? 

ANSWER: But lesser. You’re 


Getting down, At twenty-one, 
theoretically, you’re out of 
school already. But at eight- 
een, don’t you know some 
that would take the word of 
a professor or family and 
just automatically vote as they 
were told? 


QUESTION: Is there anything else 
besides insuring the students 
rights? What would you like 
to see be done in the state’s 
higher education system? 
What do you look forward to 
changing and improving be- 
sides tuition andinsuring your 
rights? 

ANSWER: I don’t want any po- 
litical interference with the 
university, but I think the 
greatest thing, where again 
we have to search our con- 
scious, is I think that we’ve 
gotten so swept away on this 
whole area of research and 
the academic supremacy that 
too many freshmen and soph- 
omores are being taught by 
teaching assistants with no 
contact with the professor, 
And I think the prime requi- 
Site is educate the undergrad- 
uates, the young people that go 
there, And I think they’re be- 
ing sluffed off, frankly,
